P. McPherson, right of way and tax 
agent of the C.P.R., wrote to the Sec- 
retary protesting against the railway 
being taxed for school taxes at the 
rate of 24 mills on the ~unsubdivided 
lands outside the city Iimts that they 
hold. The Commssioner had replied 
that his interpretation of the School 
ordinance and school assessment ordi- 
nance was that the lower rate (8 mills) 
applied on only farm lands and he did 
not consider that lands held by the 
railway for railway purposes were 
farm lands. Mr. McPherson will meet 
the Commissioner and Solicitor in the 
matter the latter part of this week in 
Red Deer. 

The Muncipal Hospital superinten- 
dent wrote advising of the admission 
to the institution of Helen Burley, suf- 
fering with an injured foot. 

The Citizens’ Research League 
wrote thanking the Council for the 
prompt reply to their recent question- 
aire.. They remarked on the smaller 
total tax levy in 1923 than in 1922, 
which amounted to about $4.00 per 
head. The Commissoner had replied, 
pointing out to them the further reduc- 
tion this year of about $12,500, or 
abut $5.50 per head. 

The Board of Puble Utilities wrote 
concerning several subdivision cancel- 
lations. It will be necessary for the 
city to proceed at once to close out 
the applications they have made or 
they will have to do the whole thing 
over under the new procedure recently 
laid down.

nowledge of one Individual. 

Louis Dupart has severa) claims 
to fame. One is that he is the only 
man of that name in Canada—that 
is his own statement—another is 
that he is the original “Red Cap, 
having been the actual Number One 
on the American Continent, and 
witness what an army has developed 
from the origina) private in the 
ranks - 

It might be thought from this 
that Mr. Dupart is a colored man, 
but make no mistake on that score; 
he is not, and, further, is a native 
of one of the most delightful cities 
of the world, Paris. In his birth- 

lace Mr. Dupart touches history. 
While yet a lad he witnessed some 
of the scenes of the siege in 1871 
and remembers the hunger that was 
one sad feature of those stirring 
times. Mr. Dupart remains the pa- 
triotic Frenchman, and by virtue of 
his service is always allowed to ab- 
sent himself on July 14th. the 
French national festival. 

“Paris was terrible then,” com- 
mented Mr. Dupart, “and not like 
the gay city it was to afterwards 
become, so that in 1873 the ‘Canada 
Agent’ there had but little difficul- 
ty in persuading my parents to 
make their way across the Atlantic. 
The ‘Agent’ promised wages of three 
to four dollars a day, but when we 
came we found them only eighty 
cents, and it was greaf satisfaction 
afterwards to learn that he had been 
sent to jail. We sailed on the Scan- 
dinavian of the old Allan line.” 

Started at ee P ; 

Dupart, senior, set up a forge in 
Duke’ street, Montreal, and it was 
in that sturdy neighborhood that 
Louis grew up anti] at the age of 
fifteen, a Mr. Cook, then superin- 
itendent of the Y.M.C.A., used his in- 
fluence to have him placed at work 
in Bonaventure station, There was 
‘some difficulty in finding work for 
‘Louis, but eventually he was given a 
badge, and told to help the passen- 
gers with their hand baggage, and 
thus became the original Red Cap. 

In 1887, Mr. Dupart joined the 
service of the Canadian Pacific and 
at Dalhousie station—the old struc- 
ture is yet standine—became a bag- 
gageman and a relief for the police 
and the ticket men, and when Wind- 
sor street station was opened years 
‘afterwards he was transferred to 
the new building. In the thirty-five 
years of service with the Canadian 
Pacific Mr. Dupart witnessed many 
changes in the railway itself and in 
the city, remembering when cows 
were pastured In St Catherine 
street, now the uptown shopping dis- 
trict of MontreaL In himself he has 
. changed only to the extent of be- 

coming more philosophical, which 

has enabled him to appreciate that 

even a baggageroom may prove a 

world of boundless interest,

DISTRESS IN IRELAND 


Great distress is reported from the 
congested districts in the west of Ire- 
land, where the conditions are stated 
to be worse than any since the faming 
year of 1848. Trade in England has 
affected the price of Trish produce as 
well as diminished the demand for 
Irish laborers. The farmers are re- 
duced to such an extremity in the 
poorer districts that they have been 
obliged to consume for food the seed 
potatoes they require for tthe next 
crop. Government inquiry shows, 
however, that there been no such gen- 
erat failure of potatoes as would win 
the introduction of local schemes or 
relief finances by the credit of the 
ratepayers. The question is said to 
be one of poverty, due to lack of em- 
ployment, and the Government is ar- 
ranging to mobilize all possible 
sources of employment to meet the. 
situation.

THE PRINCE OF SCOTLAND. 


There is a growing agitation, par 
ticularly among the Scots, to describe 
the Prince of Wales as the Prince of 
Scotland, a suggestion first made some 
days ago by Walter Seton, who in pre- 
siding at a meeting attended by Queen 
Mary said that the Prince of Wales 
should ‘also be known as ‘the Prince of 
Scotland. The queen appeared to be 
pleased at the suggestion. In the 
fifteenth century the eldest son of the 
British sovereign was known by that 
title. Its usage was universal, wheth- 
er in merely addressing the heir to 
the throne or in reference to legal 
documents, and it was continued until 
the middle of the seventeenth century. 
There was a lapse from the Restora- 
tion to the union of kingdoms in 
1707, and when the Prince of Wales 
was created in 1714 it is said that the 
title of Prince of Scotland was for- 
gotten, though it ‘still remained a 
legal title in Scotland until 1842,

TALES OF SEA FIGHTS 


Many thrilling incidents in the 
world war, more especially those con- 
nected with the navy, have only just 
been brought to light. 

The naval battle of Jutland, for in- 
stance, was ‘ull of them. ‘Towards 
the end of the engagement the des- 
troyer Spitfire, which had received a 
terrible dusting, was steaming along 
in the ark, making frantic efforts to 
reload her torpedo tubes after all the 
mecessary gear had been shot away. In 
this plght she came across her lead- 
er being rapidly battered to bits by an 
enemy ship using a searchlight. 

The little Spitfire had no chance of 
making an attack ‘with torpedoes, but 
saved the situation by planting a 
lucky shell right into the enemy’s 
searchlight, thus giving her leader a 
chance to escape. 

The flames from a burning ship 
nearby made the darkness ahead even 
more impenetrable, and it was not un- 
til the last moment that Spitfire’s 
captain saw looming up what he took 
to be two enemy cruisers, the nearer 
one obviously intending to ram him. 

It was too late to avoid a collision, 
but he put his helm hard a-port, and 
the two ships met absolutely end on. 

The Spitfire slipped away in the 
darkness, carrying with her a trophy 
in the shape.of some twenty feet of 
her enemy’s side plating that had 
been ripped off by the collision. Ex- 
amination showed that it was not a 
crusier that he had tackled, but the 
German battleship Nassau, over 20 
times the size of the British ship, 
which, by every canon of common 
sense, should have been eunk. The 
above incident fs described by Sir 
Julian Corbett in the third volume 
of “The Official History of the Naval 
War.” 

The Troubles of a Submarine 

Few people would care to go 
through the experience of Lieutenant 
Commander Kenneth Bruce and_ his 
crew, who broke all records by keep- 
ing the submarine E.12 in the Sea 
of Marmora for forty days, and during 
this time did so much damage that 
they had every availablé Turkish ship 
harrying them. 

‘When the submarine was relieved 
by a sister ship she started to return 
to her base at the entrance to ‘the 
straits. , 

Trying to pass under the first net 
she had the misfortune to catch on a 
part of it and carry it along with her, 
jamming the diving rudder forward so 
much that she plunged down to a 
depth of 245 feet. 

Three men had to work the hand- 
diving gear before she could be 
brought up, and as she. approached 
the sufrace a portion of the net that 
enveloped her caused sufficient dis- 
turbance of the water to give her 
position away, and she was immediate- 
ly attacked by six Turkish vessels. 

Her course toward the open sea was 
an exaggerated switchback, for she 
was quite uncontrollable, and at in- 
tervals was coming practically up to 
the surface and diving suddenly down 
to the bottom. Just when they were 
approaching the open sea they were 
caught fast in a heavy chain, and for 
four minutes had to exert all the 
power that they had before they heard 
it scraping aft along the hull. 

As luck ‘would have it, they were 
not only clearing themselves of the 
heavy chain that was holding them, 
but also of the net which had been 
betraying their position, but when the 
submarine did free herself, it was so 
suddenly that she came right through 
the surface and’ betrayed her position, 
attracting a hail of shells and two 
torpedoes, which very narrowly miss- 
ed her. After that, however, the crew 
got control and returned to the British 
base without any further trouble.

ADVANTAGE OF 
SPROUTING POTATOES 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


Growers of early potatoes have long 
realized the advantage of sprouting 
their seed tubers by bringing them 
up out of the cellar in advance of 
planting and exposing in shallow 
trays in a light, fairly warm room, 
where they form stout, green sprouts, 
not readily broken off in handling. 

It has not been so well recognized 
that a similar practice may increase 
the main crop in regions where the 
active growing season is too brief or 
tardy to permit full development of 
the standard varieties. Tuber expan- 
sion takes place chiefly after blossom- 
ing. The size of the crop depends 
largely upon the vigor of vine growth 
and the period of suitable weather be- 
tween blooming and the death of the 
tops. By forwarding growth and, 
hastening the date of blossoming, 
sprouting frequently increases not 
only the yield but the percentage of 
dry matter in the crop. 

At the Beaverlodge Station this 
matter has been studied from several 
angles. Six years’ work has shown, 
unvaryingly, a larger crop from sets 
having the white cellar sprouts left on 
at planting over that from sets having 
the white sprouts broken off, the aver- |- 
age gain being 22.4 percent. 

A second experiment, run for four 
years, has compared sets cut from 
tubers kept dormant in a cool, dark 
root cellar, sets with white sprouts al- 
lowed to form in a rather warm cel- 
lar, an sets with green sprouts formed 
(before cutting, of course) in a light 
upstairs room. During the dirst two 
years the green and white sprouts 
showed up almost equalty well, ‘both 
greatly exceeding the dormant sets. 
In one ‘wet season a two-thirds crop 
was actually grown from white sprouts 
only—no flesh at all attached. During 
the past two years white-sprouted sets 
have not acquitted themselves well in 
this particular experiment, ‘whether 
because they decayed in the ground 
during a long wait for growing weath- 
er, or were subjected to fungicidal in- 
fection before treatment of seed, or 
from other cause, is not known. De- 
teached sprouts planted in 1923 pro- 
duced no crop at all. Green-sprouted 
sets have invariably outylelded the 
dormant ones, the four-year average 
advantage from sprouting being 19.4 
pecent.

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THE RUHR OCCUPATION 
JUSTIFIED 


Two financial committees drawn 
from ‘the ‘Allied powers and including 
American representatives have been 
investigating on the spot the eternal 
problem of German reparations. The 
chief result of their investigations 
seems to be their recognition of the 
fact that it.is only the occupation of 
the Ruhr by France that has convine- 
ed Germany that she must make some 
sincere effort to ‘pay reparations. 
Without that occupation the commit- 
tees realize that Germany would have 
continued to evade payment,  confl- 
dent that no harm would result to her 
from her deliberate ‘breach of her 
treaty agreements. 

It is high time that that fact was 
tealized and publicly admitted. In 
Britain and America there has been 
an unlimited amount of condemnation 
of France for her behaviour to Ger- 
many, but no straightforward attempt 
‘to face the fact that Germany was not 
trying to fulfil her obligations and no 
suggestion as to what should be done 
to compel ‘her to fulfil them. France 
faced the fact, and with only the help 
of Belgium took the necessary steps 
to compel respect for the Treaty. For 
that course France now receives from 
these committees a certificate of jus- 
tification. 

The British and American attitude 
of mind is understandable. During the 
war leaders of the British Empire and 
the States declared that this must be 
the last war, that never again must 
such a thing be allowed. They shrank 
from facing 'the fact that until human 
nature is wholly changed, war under 
some form or another will certainly 
goon. When Germany refused to car: 
Ty out the Treaty, Britain and the 
States had either to admit that force 
and force alone remained the final 
argument by which to obtain justice, 
and to apply that force to Germany, 
or they had to resort to argument and 
persuasion. They had not the moral 
‘courage to admit the ugly fact that 
force was still necessary even after 
the war was won. They therefore 
chose the alternative of verbal pro- 
tests to which Germany naturally paid 
no attention whatever. France waited 
till there could ‘be no question as to 
Germany’s bad faith. Then she occu- 
pied the Ruhr. Now Germany seems 
likely to begin to try and live up to 
her obligations. The moral may bea 
sad one for idealists, but it is fairly 
clear.

SOMETHING THAT WE CANNOT 
BE PROUD OF. 


Mr. Meighen in a recent speech on 
Conservative policy gave as one point 
in that policy the taking by Canada of 
a fair shdre in ‘the defence of the Em 
‘plre. The present Liberal govern- 
ment seems to be perfectly satisfied 
with Canada’s share. Here are some 
figures as to relative expenditure on 

- defence by the different sections of 
the British Empire. 

For every individual of her popula- 
tion Great Britain spends on defence 
annually $14.00, Australia $4.20, New 
Zealand $2.88, South Africa $2.84, 
Canada $1.60. 

Of those sums the share taken for 
naval defence is: Great Britain $6.58, 
Australia $2.23, New Zealand $1.08, 
Canada 28c, South Africa 22c. 

Canada is the largest and most 
populous of the overseas Dominions 
Yet these figures show that she con- 
tributes to the joint defence of ‘the 
Empire less per head of population 
than any of the Dominions, and _ to 
naval expenditure less than any ex: 
copt South Africa, and ‘South Africa 
fg In a special position, because she 
has to make considerable military 
defensive arrangements ‘because of 
the large black native population with- 
in her borders, which outnu.nbers the 
whites by about four to one. We ‘here 


have nothing equivalent to such a 
position. 

This state of things is not creditable 
and should not continue. Mr. Meighen 
did well to include in his policy a 
change which will make Canada’s con- 
tribution to defence more in accord- 
ance with Canada’s dignity and honor.

THE HANSEN CASE 


Our editorial on the Hansen ‘case 
seems to have started something. 

The Edmonton Journal, in publish- 
ing the article, remarks: 


“When the court of appeal handed 
down its decision in the Hansen case, 
there were very few who had any 
idea that it possessed such powers as 
it exercised in this instance. They 
were conferred by an amendment to 
the criminal code which was made 
at the last session of the federal par- 
liament and they constitute so far- 
reaching a change dn our legal system 
that it is surprising that there was 
no general public discussion at the 
time the alteration in the code was 
being made. A search of Hansard 
does not show that the amendment 
was the subject of any debate in the 
house of commons. 

The prisoner was found guilty of 
murder and sentenced to death. On 
appeal proceedings being taken, the 
verdict of the jury was reduced to 
one of manslaughter and a sentence 
of five years’ imprisonment was sub- 
stituted. It ds not for a newspaper 
to say whether the court’s decision 
was a proper one or not, and it is not 
with any idea of challenging it that 
the matter is referred ‘to here. But it 
{fs open to most serious question 
whether such a court should be able 
to override the verdict of a jury to 
such an extent. It should have the 
power to order a new trial, .in case 
something has occurred in connection 
with that already held which did the 
prisoner an injustice. But to allow it 
to change ‘the verdict and to save the 
prisoner from the scaffold is surely 
going too far altogether. - 

The outcome of the case, has, a3 
was expected, stirred greatly the dis- 
trict in ‘which the crime was commit- 
ted and of which the dead man was a 
most respected resident. The circum- 
stances of his death were such, more- 
over, as to make the tragedy one of 
intimate concern to alt who live re- 
mote from neighbors and may be call- 
ed upon at any time to defend their 
homes from intruders. 

The Red Deer News gives expres- 
sion to local sentiment and alt the 
same time presents a singularly clear 
general argument against the order 
of things which has been brought into 
effect by last session’s amendment.” 

After quoting from the article, The 
Journal says: | 

“There can be no resisting these 
conclusions. The jury system has 
fallen down badly at times, but ‘the 
balance of legal and general opinion 
has been that, with all its recognized 
defects, it would be a mistake to 
weaken it, let alone to try to get 
along without it.” 


The Vegreville Observer, speaking 
of the case, says: 

“A gtartling innovation In the appli- 
cation of penalties under the Criminal 
Code of Canada has been brought most 
forcibly to public attention within the 
past few days. i 

Some few weeks ago a Dane named 
Hansen was ‘tried at Wetaskiwin for 
the murder of one William E. Falkner. 
After hearing and weighing the evi- 
dence, the jury brought in a verdict 
of murder, and the judge accordingly 
imposed the death sentence. 

Under the provisions of amendments 
to the Criminal Code, passed in 1923, 
the lawyer acting for the condemned 
man immediately made an appeal to 
the Supreme Court of Alberta. The 
appeal was heard on March 6th, and 
the Court handed down a decision up- 
setting the verdict of the jury, reduc- 
ing thecrime to manslaughter and im- 
posing a ‘sentence of five years’ Jm- 
prisonment at Prince Atbert. 

In so far as the facts of this par- 
ticular case are concerned, the , Ob- 
server has nothing to say. We did 
not follow the evidence very closely, 
and it is, quite possible that the Court 
of Appeal was more just in its decis- 
ion than were ‘the judge and jury at 
Wetaskiwin. 

But, it is ‘as well for the public ‘to 
take notice that the jury system— 
rightly considered to be the bulwark 
of our Iberties—has evidently been 
tossed {nto the discard. Somehow or 
other, it appears to us that no Su- 
preme Court should be given the 
sweeping power which has been dis- 
closed in this dase. An Appeal Court 
might very properly order ‘a new trial 
before a different judge and jury, but 
for such a Court to reverse jury decis- 
ions and impose sentences diamet- 
rically opposite t'o those of the trial 
judges seems to be establishing a very 
dangerous principle. 

The defects of the jury system are 
well-known. Juries are not always 
just In their decisions, being some- 
times swayed by sentiment or by the 
forensic ability of legal ‘talent—the 
late A. G@. McKay was an outstanding 
example of how a_ shrewd lawyer 
could get a guilty client off—but, in 
the main, juries honestly endeavor to 
render their verdicts in tccordance 
with the ‘facts placed before them. 

Perhaps one ‘should not say so, but 
nevertheless ft is true that a lawyer 
defending ‘his client is not always 
anxious for the truth to be made 
known; geome lawyers will even go to 
evtremp lengths to prevent the facts 


becoming known; while, on the other 
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hand, ‘counsel for the Crown in crim- | Grain Cleaning and Marketing Plant 


inal cases ig not unduly anxious to be 
{Involved at all in the unpleasant 
business ‘of having a ‘criminal hanged. 

Appeals of the kind taken before 
the Supreme Court om March 6th 
might very properly form a part of 
the criminal law im some countries 
where a suspected man 4s considered 
guilty until his innocence is proven; 
but such appeals have no place in 
Canada or any other British country, 
where the law considers all men inno- 
cent until their guilt is clearly estab- 
lished, 

The Criminal Code may have need- 
ed amendment ibut most decidedly a 
mistake was made when an amend- 
ment of the kind under which the 
Supreme Court of Alberta acted in 
the Hamsen case should never have 
been made. 


The Edmonton Bulletin on Saturday 
last devoted half a page to discussing 
the case, but owing to tthe length of 
the article we cannot find space to re 
produce it here.

\A little threaline notice fin the 
dailies announces the death of Robert 
Nivelle, the heroic defender of Verdun. 
During the war his death would thave 
been the feature item of the day’s 
news. Are people so forgetful, or is 
it a fact that the readers demand only 
the sensational news—the news that 
chronicles events that should never 
have happened? 


The citizens of the future are the 
boys and girls of today. The fest 
citizens will be the children of today 
who are taught now to look after 
themselves, to be saving, temperate 
and thoughtful, and at the same time 
to serve others. This is the aim of 
the boy scout, wolf cub and girl guide 
movements, and these organizations 
should be helped and encouraged, but 
ft cannot be done unless the parents 
do their part. 


The City Council, in our opinion, de- 
cided wisely in deciding to rent land 
to Chinese market gardeners. It 
means an extra revenue to the city 
and cannot, under present circumstan- 
ces, do anyone any appreciable injury. 


The Dominion Government seems 
to be paying at least some small bit of 
attention to the public demand for 
economy. Some of the Provincial 
Governments also are showing that 
they realize they should do what tha 
people they are supposed to represent 
ask for. But the movement does not 
appear to be popular with govern- 
ments this side of the great lakes. It 
is a pity that there were not provin- 
cial elections more imminent, or that 
the oppositions in the various Prov- 
inclal Governments were not more 
powerful. 


Figures prove that the makers of 
farm machinery in Canada are not the 
robbers that many would make owt. 
They sell machinery much cheaper 
comparatively than other machinery 
{s sold. And at the same time the 
production of farm machinery has 
fallen off very greatly. And so anoth- 
er oft-advanced reason for the farm- 
ers’ situation is removed. The big 
reason that has not yet been shown to 
be false is that their selling methods 
are years out of date. In this respect, 
it is a pleasure to read that the con- 
tracts to join the wheat pool are pour 
ing in to head office. 
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Success of Municipal Hospitals 


‘During the past four years, accord 
ing 'to figures prepared by A. W. Whis- 
ton, Supervisor of Hospitals for Al- 
berta, the rural municfpal Hospitals 
system has cared for a total of 21,142 
patients, at the low average cost per 
case of approximately $15, based on 
operating costs. ‘The period covered 
is from 1920 to 1923 inclusive. Had 
these patients been cared for at city 
hospital rates, and provided with ‘the 
same service, the cost per case would 
have been approximately $45. 

‘During the four years mentioned 
the rural municipal hospitals system 
not only cared for the total of pa- 
tients as stated, but also provided, in 
addition to the ordinary hospital ser- 
vices, a total of 1470 major operations 
and 3123 minor operations, and had a 
total of 3012 maternity cases. In 1920 
there were 8 hospitals operating with 
a total of 160 beds. Today there are 
15 hospitals ‘with a total of 277 beds. 

In 1923, the rural hospitals were op- 
erated at the low average ‘cost per 
patient day of $3.12, being 'the cost 
based on a total of 67,941 hospital days, 
with a total operating expenditure of 
$212,417.28. In Drumheller Hospital, 
which had the largest number o? pa- 
tient days, the operating cost was as 
low as $2.92 per patient day. 

It is expected that at least five new 
hospital districts will be put Into op- 
eration during the coming year. Sx 
of these are expected to come into 
operation within the next few months. 


Telephone Statistics 


The Provincial Government tele- 
phone system in Alberta now serves a 
total of 969 ‘communities in Alberta, 
and has established connections with 
455 offices in the Province of Saskat- 
chewan, 239 offices in Manitoba, 78 in 
the Western ‘States, and 32 In B.C. In 
addition tothis, telephone connection 
has on occasion ‘been established with 
Chicago and other points in the East. 
These are some of the facts contained 
in the annual report of the telephone 
department for 1923. 

The total number of phones served 
by the system {s now 67,279, of which 
32,260 are exchange phones, 20,252 are 
rural phones, 1085 are on private party 
wires, and 13,383 are connecting sub- 
scribers. There are 254 exchanges in 
the province, with 301 toll offices, and 
62 private party lines. There are 35,552 
miles of long distance lines. The new 
long distance service into Manitoba 
has been a great success. AS many as 
2500 calls a month are handled into 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba. 

TYle operating expenses of the de- 
partment were reduced $92,841.01 dur- 
ing the past year, while there was an 
increaSg in revenue, the revenue for 
the past year being the greatest in 
three years.

A further party is ex- 
pected shortly. —

settle near Red Deer and in other 
parts of the province is expected to 
arrive in Alberta within the next 
month. 

The first of a number of natives of 
Czecho-Slovakia who will come to Al- 
berta to settle arrived in the province 
the past week.

A thriving new boys’ and girls’ pig 
club has been organized at Vegreville 
by F. H. Newcombe, District Agricul- 
turist.
